STATEYENT 


On the 7 July 1949 at 1350 hours, I saw an unidentifiable object from a position 
on the horizontal stabilizer of a B-36, I was assisting in the installation of a 
control look at the time, and from the position that I was in it was necessury for ne 
to look skyward for a period of ten or fifteen minutes. i feel that I would nevor 
have seen the object had I not been in such a position. hen I first suw the ob- 
ject, I thouzht that my eyes were blurred or that I was seein: a reflection, there- 
fore I closod my eyes ana opened them again, ani the obj ct was still present. 


The object was flyin; South to North at approximately 300 MPH, and appearod to 
be approximately 3 inches in diametur. I was unable to judge either the size or 
the altitude of the objvct with any accuracy. I feel certa n that this objoct was 
rot a balloon, as it was flying in a horizontal plane and tho s;eed was too great, 
although it did resemble a child's soap bubble, bein> spherical in shave and seni- 
transparent, silver in color, There was no sound or exhaust trail, Visibility at 
the timo of sishtin; the object was good, thore being souttered cumulus only.
